This b»3 been tbo story of many lives. 


Mrs. Dea> Londe was not reclilcBB in liv- 
ing, and yet iu some mysterious way she 
lost her wealth and social intlaocoe, and 
died a pauper. It is very strange that 
with all the wealth ot her relatives and 
with snores o£ charitable organizations 
in New Orleans, Mra. Deo Londe was 
not saved from the sad misfortune of 
dying in eitremo want. The circum- 
stances in this oaso reflect Tery mucb 
against the oharity-Riviner people ot that 
oity. Not only did her relatives commit 
a crime in not administering to her ne- 
Oeseities in the hour of her extreme need, 
but the authorities in New Orleans nre 
guilty ot an outrage is not providing for 
Mrs. Dee Loude'e comfort in bor last 
days. 


The story ot Mrs. Des Londe is not an 


uncommon one by any means. A few

There is a-mau now ap^nding his days 


jn the poor-house in Allegheny county, 
Pennsylvania, who was once worth a 
million. 
He did not drj^k and he was 


not a profligate, but "tie stars in their 
course" fought against bim, and when 
the last dallur waa gone, he was taken to 
the poorhouee where he will end his 
days.

With tne exception of two thoy 
aro all onjoying oicollont hoalth.bota physi- 
cal and mental, and aro apparently con- 
tented to spend tho remainder ol thoir days 
nslde tho somber-looking gray stone tvalls 
that 8trround tho penitentiary building. 
Incood, from the demeanor of several of 
,hcm, it is a question whether if grunted, 
.heir liberty they would content themselves 
outsido their present gloomy abode. Tho 
ilsUjryof thoir crimes form a horrifying 
chapter. Through tho courtosy of Warden 
3rcen, a New York 2'ekjram reporter had a 
chat with several ol them. All ivoro trans- 
ferred to theLr present quarters from Sing 
Sing prison. 
Mary Friscb, a henrty-loojilng -woman, of 


Bixty years, was tried for the murder ol hor 
husband acd two children at Batavia, N. 
Y, Sho was convicted of murder in tho 
first decree, and sentenced to bo hanffod. 
Hor sentence was, however, commuted to 
Imprisonment for life. Poison, adminis- 
tered at tho regular family meals, was tha 
agent of death, used by her to accomplish 
her purpose. Jealousy was tho causo of 
her crimo. Sho is employed ap a nurso in 
tho hospital, and goes about attending W 
her duties in a steady, methodical manner, 
often showing a tcndor solicitudo for tba 
•welfare and comfort of ber charges that is 
In strange contrast with tho nature snown 
by tho trad"edy for which bho was hold 
solely responsible. 
Sho has boon in jail 


twenty-eight yours, and has been in the 
Kings County Penitentiary ten years. 
It 


has been reported that she poisoned sir- 
teen persons in all. 
Sarah Brooks, aged slity years, was also 


tentenced to be hanged for the murder of 
bar step-daughter. Sho also used poison to 
oileet tho removal of tbe girl. Tho causo of 
her crime was a determined desire to get 
possession of a house, which she feared hor 
step-daughter would claim at the death of 
her father. Tho crimo wus committed In 
the upper part of the Suite, Almost im- 
mediately alter her marriage to Brooks 
thoy bejan to quarrel about the property 
and Brooks' daughter, Mrs. B.-OOKS show- 
ing an enmity to tho girl from the first that 
went a long way in bringing about hor con- 
viction. Sho has been twenty-live years in 
prison, and has been ten years in her pres- 
ent placo ol confinement. She, too, is 
nurso in the hospital, but she, with llary 
Frisch, maintains a stolid i-oticenco that re- 
sists tho inost earnest eflorts to draw thorn 
into conversation. Indeed, Mrs. Brooks, it 
is asserted, spends most o£ her time grum- 
bling at those about liei- and complaining of 
tho injustice done her. 
Wilhelmina Wieck, aged Sfty-fivo years 


is tho most unapproachable of any. Her 
crime was committed at Bt£falo. She is un- 
ablo to or positively refuses to speak Eng- 
lish, but from what has been learned by the 
officials quarrels with her husband, long 
continued, drove hor to determine to drown 
herself and her boy. Sho changed her 
mind, however, with regard to herself and 
threw hor boy into a well. The boy was 
drowned. She has been ten years in the 
penitentiary and thirteen years in jail 
altogether. She spends her time in almoai 
continual seclusion, and has no employ 
mont. When a visitor approaches her eel 
sho draws tho curtains of her coll closo and 
positively refuses to bo seen. Tho prison 
officials look upon her as a lunatic. 


Emma Wemple is employed at tho sewing 


bench. Sho was sentenced to imprison 
mont for life for the murder of hor husbanc 
at a placo called Mexico, Cattaraugus 
County, N. Y. Hor husband ivts found 
dead in his chair, and an autopsy re- 
vealed the fact that his death was caused by 
poison. A man who was indicted with ilrs 
Wemplo as an accomplice in tho crimi 
turned State's evidence and was sent tx 
Auburn prison for a term of years, but was 
aftcru-ard pardoned. She was sentcncodin. 
February, 1S70, and has been in the peni 
tcntiary'tcn years. She is uncommunicar- 
tivo and inclined to Rivo ambiguous answers 
to questions put to her regarding tho causes 
•\vliich led her uito crime. 


Ann Barry Is forty-seven years old, am 


came from Rochester, -where her mothe 
nnd daughter now reside. She in an ai 
tondant in the matron's office. 


When questioned about her troubles tb 


tears wolled up in hor cyos as sho an 
sworod: 
UI am tired speaking about my case, for a 


seems tome hopeless." 


"Why hopeless?" asked thu rooortor. 
"Because two or tlireo petitions in my be- 


half have already been sent to the Govern 
or. but they wero useless." 


'•What was the1 causo of your crime!" 
"Sly husband and drink," sho replied 


"He never was a husband to me, and I hat 
to support him half tho time. Ho con 
tinuallr quarreled with mo until I took to 
drink." Ono day wlule crazy drunk I throw 
my child into the canal. I had been twelve 
years married at tho time. 1 have been 
twenty-throe years in prison. I think that 
is severe punishment. My daughter and 
my mother come to see me regularly." 
ilrs. Barry does general work about tho 


prison and seems hopelessly resigned to her 
fataMary Johnson, aged forty-two years, Is 
tho most interesting as ivoll as tho most 
talkativo of tho lifo prisoners. Sho is a 
colored woman of remarkably rogular 
features and smooth skin. Sho spcaly in 
low, but clear tones, and in an easy, self- 
possessed manner. Mary calmly related the 
story ol her crime. Her lovorhad deserted 
hor, and she threw hor child in tho woods at 
Garnertowu, Orange County, near Now- 
burg, Tvhoi-0 it died of starvation, and tho 
remains woro afterward partially devoured 
by animals. 
Sho has been twenty-four 


years in jail and has no hope of release. 
Sho ivas transfered from Sing Sing ten 
years ago. Sho does general cleaning about 
tho prison and appears contented. 
All tho female life prisoners were trans- 


ferred from Sing-Sing together.
